The message 
was as follows: 
“Come out at once. 
The child is 
dead. 
They opened the windows, let 
the devils out, and killed her. 
Mr. Carr, who formerly was a fol­ 
lower of Dowie, declared last night 
that he will demand an investigation 
of the death and said punishment will 
be meted out if negligence is proved. 
Last Sunday, after the child had 
been reported on the road to recov­ 
ery, two deaconesses relieved Mrs. 
Anderson of the care of her daugh­ 
ter, the mother being worn out from 
lack of sleep and worry. While Mrs. 
Anderson was absent the deacon­ 
esses are said to have opened the 
windows “in order to let the devils 
out.*'
